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SAVING KHRUSHCHEY’ S HIDE 


Someone has suggested that 
American leaders, and espec- 
ially the President, are badly 
in need of a few history 
lessons. Perhaps then they 
would not be so quick to pull 
chestnuts out of the fire for 
Khrushchev. The fact is that 
the Red Boss has plenty of 
troubles on his hands.

It seems that 
young intellectuals in Kazakh 
are leading a revolt against 
Russian influence in their 
language and culture. The 
communist leaders are worried 
about the growth—-unbelievable 
as it may sound-of “bourgeois 
nationalism” in Kazakh. 

Of even greater significance 
are scraps of news which 
filter out of the Reds’ cap- 
tive nations. And remember, 
the source of this news is 


communist newspapers and mag- 
azines. For instance, in 
Bulgaria - one of the Soviet 
captive countries — there is 
a serious shortage of fruits 
and vegetables in the cities 
and towns. A Bulgarian com- 
munist paper also admits there 
are shortages of other foods. 
All this evidently stems from 
the Bulgarian farmers’ dis- 
satisfaction with the collect- 
ive-farm system. Poland is 
suffering from a severe meat 
shortage. Its people are 
ordered to observe one meat- 
less day a week, but even on 
the other days, meat is ex- 
tremely hard to come by. 

It is in the midst of all 
these troubles, that Western 
leaders give the Red tyrant a 
shot in the arm with personal 
meetings and summits.

But whatever you 
think, I am sure we can all 
agree that a godless organiz- 
ation like the United Nations 
and its agencies, hasno right 
to stick its nose into Ameri- 
can religious celebrations. 
Yet that is exactly what it 
is doing - and it is doing it 
cleverly and slyly.

THE BRAVE RELIEVE 


THE SILENT WAR IN TIBET by 
Lowell Thomas,Jr., 284 pages, 
Doubleday, N. Y., $3.95. 

As we write, the United Na- 
tions has finally decided to 
discuss — nine years late - 
the question of Ked Chin- 
ese aggression in Tibet. Only 
the thrilling escape of the 
young Dalai Lama from Tibet 
into India last April awaken- 
ed the world (and maybe the 
United Nations) to a startl- 
ing fact. 

Tibet - the “roof of the 
world,” hiddenas it is behind 
the high Himalayas - is twice 
the size of France. But its 
population comprises only 
three million people. And up 
to ten years ago most of them 
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had never seen an automobile, 
a tractor, a radio, or more 
than a handful of Westerners. 
It was truly a “forbidden 
land.” But also it was and is 
a buffer state between China 
and India. Nine years ago Red 
China walked in and announced 
she was taking over. But only 
now, thanks to Mr. Thomas’ 
enchanting and heartrending 
story, does the startling 
fact emerge -—that this “back- 
ward” people never knuckled 
under to their Red oppressors. 

Mr. Thomas and his famous 
father were among the few 
white men to make the tortu- 
ous journey into Tibet, and 
to come to know its people 
and its customs well. What is 








it that has sustained the 
Tibetans in their rugged, and 
seemingly hopeless, resist- 
ance to the communist tyrants? 
Theirs is not a democracy or 
a republic. It is, actually, 
a theocracy — ruled by their 
“Living God” the Dalai Lama. 
Lamaism, a branchof Buddhism, 
is the religion of the Tibet- 
ans. And therein lies their 
secret. They are a truly re- 
ligious people, to whom their 
religion — and the liberty to 
practice it — means more than 
anything else in the world. 
It may seem a strange and 
unreal religion by Western 
standards, but it is the 
Tibetans’ belief, and deter- 
mination to protect that 
belief, which has confounded 
the Reds to the point where, 
in order to control Tibet, 
they may actually have to 
destroy practically the entire 
native population. 

Mr. Thomas gives us a clear

and interesting picture of 
Tibet under the Reds and the 
Dalai Lama’s miraculous 
escape. But his book is also 
a captivating story of this 
strange land and its people. 
Their search for their 
“Living God” and how his re- 
incarnation is carried out 
makes for some of the most 
enjoyable adventure reading 
we have had in a long time. 
And it is impossible to have 
a lucid picture of events on 
the world stage without the 
intriguing background suppli- 
ed in THE SILENT WAR IN TIBET. 

Mr. Thomas admits that the 
outlook for these brave people 
is dark. But there is also a 
note of hope. The Keds are 
dealing with something they do 
not understand - a deeply re- 
ligious belief. As Mr. Thomas 
says: “In all of history no 
one has succeeded in de- 
stroying such an idea with 
brute force. ”— Rosalie Gordon
